The original is on file with tho dc 
paym ent at Washington, 
When this m atter was brought up 
at a recent council meeting there* was 
some bunting around for a copy of tin 
paper which was in the hands of the 
board of service. 
One copy was evl 
dently lost, but at last another copy 
was produced. 
In the* original document, all furni 
tire and fixtures relating to a carrier 
department was marked off by the offi­ 
cials of the departm ent 
The uncom 
plated part of the proposition accept 
ed by the city consists of the post 
master’s room, lavatory, 
bag rat k 
awning, and letter press stand. 
It was also the intention of the gov 
ernment to have new boxes placed in 
the office, but there Is no room for any 
more. 
The east side of the office will 
have to be remodeled, and that part 
of the office where the stamp window 
is located will lie changed. 
President of Council Crubaugh said 
today that he wrote the government 
for the proposition for his own use. 
and that he received it too late to 
be read at the last meeting of council. 
He claims that he was not fully ad­ 
vised about the situation. 
The board of service, it is claimed, 
never had sufficient money to com­ 
plete the agreements, which some say 
should and could have been complet­ 
ed long before the board of service 
commenced its existence. All the prm 
posed improvements were authorized 
by the old council and they were to 
he completed within 30 days after the 
lease was signed. 
Had this part of 
the agreement been executed, it would 
be just one year tomorrow when the 
city would have commenced lo receive 
an increased rental. 
it is firmly believed bv some that 
free delivery in Wellsville has been 
delayed by the action of the city. The 
government went so far as to purchase 
a vault at its own expense, thus sav­ 
ing the city a big item of expense.

Yet most of the peo­ 
ple of Japan are still Buddhists. 
The 
system 
of 
morals 
and 
philosophy 
known as Shinto, “the 
way of 
the 
gods,” has been practically absorbed in 
Buddhism, but it has also affected the 
latter faith very deeply. 
There are about 191,960 tem ples and 
.shrines in Japan which are called Shin­ 
to places of worship, but there are no 
priests and there is no Shinto creed, or 
even a strict code or moral 
conduct. 
T he gods enumerated by m asters of 
this colorless religion n u m b er nearly 
14,000, but they have no images, and 
all that is done in recognition of their 
influence or authority is mild and easy. 
Prayers are 
said and som e offerings 
are made, from time to time, in honor 
of the more noted gods, and th ere are 
decorous and quiet dances connected 
with the simple Shinto rites. 
In its origin Shinto seem s to have 
been a sort of ancestor worship, 
but 
the Buddhist leaders early convinced 
the Japanese that the w orthies 
they 
venerated as Shinto gods were tran s­ 
m igrations or m anifestations of Bud­ 
dha. H ence the two religions existed 
very harmoniously together, and 
the 
lines of separation became hard to lo­ 
cate precisely. 
Buddhism entered Japan by way of 
K orea and China. 
It was Introduced 
about .9.72 A. D. 
Then 
cam e gilded 
images, gorgeous temples, and an elab­ 
orate ritual, and the Japanese 
taste 
for art was gratified. But the Japanese 
tendency toward independence in m at­ 
ters of faith soon created m any new 
sects of Buddhists, and now' th e re are 
seventy or more. As a rule. Jap an ese 
Buddhists reject the idea of absorption 
iuro the eternal calm and nothingness 
of Nirvana. They cherish, rather, the 
idea of a paradise w here the faithful 
can e n j o y bliss for untold ages.

M ajor Charles t mu libel I. 
There were tw o brothers of the name 
of Gibson and a man named Hixon. 
'iii** party of five, fully armed, set 
out from the fort, it being in the latter 
part of Bop tem lier, aud m ade a safe 
journey to Laughlin'.# deserted clear­ 
ing, not sc. lug any foes on the way. 
W hether or not they found the m issing 
horses cannot be told, but they did run 
into a 
very unfortunate experience, 
W hile taking their ease in til** cabin 
they w ere surrounded by a party of 
hostile Wyandot 
w ho were under tie* 
Command of a French ranger. 
No at­ 
tack wa* m ade on th* ir lives, but they 
w ere culled upon to surrender.

they refused to do, preferring to die in j 
a fight rather than to run tho risk of ' 
torture in an indian pim p. B at the 1 
leader of the redskin# promised them I 
that if they should give th*'ins*>1 vc# up I 
I la ir lives would bo spared, so they 
surrendered. Before being carried a way 
ti:<*]i- top! ir* all* wed th. iii to write a 
note explaining w hat had happened to 
them and to fasten it on the door of 
the cabin. 
Then tin* long journey w a s begun in­ 
to the w estern forcsi*. They wen* tak­ 
en across Hie A llegheny and along the 
northwestern o h io trails to Detroit. 
After a abort detention at that place 
they w. re sent v. itll a party which w as 
on it* w ay to Quebec. There tin y were 
kept sis prisoner* till ti * follow ing 
year, when they w ere n*|eas**d at the 
tim e of an exchange. They took ship 
for Bo ton, lint on the way in,von and 
cm* of the Gibson brother#, having su f­ 
fered too great hardships during this 
period of misfortune, died ut sea. 
The three survivors reached New 
England safely, and in due time nil 
were able to greet their old friends 
again on tile border. Their subsequent 
careers are not of interest to this liar 
rat I vc, but one of them at least came 
to em in en de in later Iii**.
